he  material.  It  is  enabled  to  sell  the  garments  so  low,  because 
he  annual  subscriptions  pay  for  the  making  of  them,  and  the 
ilociety  only  desires  to  replace  its  outlay  for  the  material  used, 
n  a  great  measure,  the  successful  working  of  the  Society  de¬ 
pends  upon  these  sales.  The  stock  consists  mostly  of  towels, 
holders,  aprons,  and  under-garments.  And  it  is  hoped  that  the 
nembers  of  the  parish  who  are  not  engaged  in  the  active  work 
)f  the  Society,  will  help  it,  either  by  giving  orders  for  such  work 
jis  the  women  are  capable  of  doing,  or  by  purchasing  for  the  poor 
-he  articles  which  the  Society  has  for  sale.
